(“Plaintiff") alleges that deputies/custody assistants
failed to protect him from an assault by other
inmates and deliberately misclassified him for
general population housing while at Men's Central
Jail ("MCJ"). Specifically, Plaintiff claims jail staff
failed to properly treat him as a "K-10" (keep away -
protective custody) inmate and allowed the
assaulting inmates access to him..

Given the risks and uncertainties of litigation, a
reasonable settlement at this time will avoid further

litigation costs. The full and final settlernent amount
of $80,000 is recommended.
